CORRESPONDENT CRITICIZES 
US POSITION IN VIET NAM 


Suddenly, it is a woman who 
is complaining about the war in 
Viet Nam — and insisting that 
the United Nations will never be 
able to solve it. 

Pauline Frederick, NBC News’ 
United Nations correspondent, 
spoke at the University of the 
Pacific in Stockton about ‘‘the 
most barbarous war in history.” 

The distinguished reporter, 
who is traveling around the Uni- 
ted States with five other NBC 
correspondents, claimed that the 
U. S, is breaking all of her com- 
mittments with the UN charter. 
Originally the members of the 
UN were to settle their interna- 
tional disputes without force 
through peaceful means of nego- 
tiation, inquiry, and mediation, 

“Secretary-General U Thant 
cares most about ending this war 
and has sent various members to 
talk about a settlement, only tobe 
rebuffed by American officials,” 
she said, 

“I don’t believe,’’ she said, 
‘that esculation will bring peace. 


Negotiation is the only answer. 
When we have a clash of the big 
three powers we have a World 
War III,’’ 

“Many other countries are 
concerned with the fact that we 
are doing what we don’t want other 
nations to do, We insisted that 
the Suez crisis come to a halt, 
that Russia not fight Hungary 
and that Pakistan and India end 
the conflict over Kashmir, yet 
we continue to fight the war in 
Viet Nam.”’ 

Miss Frederick considers U 
Thant’s 3-point plan for peace as 
‘helpless.’’ The plan calls for 
an end to the bombing in North 
Viet Nam, deesculation of the 
military in the South and council- 
ing between all parties involved, 
‘‘Because Red China, however, is 
not a member of the UN it could 
not respect any decision coming 
from it.”’ 

‘Some people think it is up 
to China to prove she should bea 
member because only peace-lov-

Speaks at 1 PM Today 


Steven Sunderland, academic 
freedom director of the National 
Student Association, will speak 
on student rights today at 1 p.m. 
in the Little Theatre. 

Sunderland received his bach- 
elor’s degree from Hunter Col- 
lege and his masters from Indi- 
ana University. He is currently 
a research associate at George- 
town University. 

The National Student Associa- 
tion is a confederation of the stu- 
dent associations of various col- 
leges and universities across the 
nation, The group’s annual meet- 
ing held recently was attended 
by 425 delegates representing 250 
colleges student governments ac- 
cording to Time magazine, 

Time quoted one convention 
delegate as saying the conclave 
was “‘a meeting between the left 
left-wingers and the right left- 
wingers.”’ 

In resolutions passed at the 
conference the NSA demanded an 
end to the bombing of North and 
South Viet Nam, and the setting 


up of coalition government in the 
south to include the Viet Cong. 
The congress proposed abolish- 
ing the peacetime draft and as- 
serted that “no government 
should be allowed the power to

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Marriage Values Of 71st Century

Dr. Arthur Burton, professor 
of psychology, is moderating a 
series of three one-hour pro- 
grams on KVIE-TV, ‘‘The Crisis 
of Marriage.” 

The first program, ‘‘The 
Problem,’”’ was shown iast week 
and will continue with ‘‘The Per- 
sonai Corrective’’ tonight at 9 
p.m, and Sunday, October 16, at 
6 p.m, The third program, ‘‘The 
Social Corrective,’? may be seen 
at the same time the following 
week, 

As the divorce rate approaches 
the marriage rage, marriage will 
assume a new set of values. 
What will they be in the Twenty- 
First Century? Burton leads the 
other panel members, who are 
concerned with the same prob- 
lem, in a systematic evaluation 
of the problem, They are Mar- 
ven Klein, an obstetrician, attor- 
ney Ken Donnelson and marriage 
counselor J, Ronald Poesy. 

Burton says, ‘‘ When two people 
get married, it is really four that 
are getting married, two con- 
scious selves and two unconscious 
selves, Marriage is a kind of 
neurosis resolving two indivi- 
duals as a collective totality, if 
the marriage is successful.’’ 
More people are seeking this 
ideal but fewer are tolerant 
enough to survive the processes 
involved, 

There are, Burton says, sev- 
eral myths which are prevalent 
that hinder the individual’s chance 
for a successful marriage: 

1, Marriages are made in 
heaven, 

2. The female is to be sexual- 
ly proficient in marriage after 
having repressed her sexuality 
until then. 

3, Men are totally masculine 
and women totally feminine, 

4. Prince Charming will res- 
cue his partner from this mun- 
dane world to some exciting one,

she said. ‘‘But we wouldn’t need 
churches if everyone were saints 
and not all nations in the UN are 
peace-loving.” 

Although U Thant has claimed 
he will resign as Secretary-Gen- 
eral, itis Miss Frederick’s hopes 
‘that U Thant’s successor will be 
U Thant. The UN has not made 
much of an effort to select a new 
successor, A new term for U 
Thant would be in accord with all 
the members of the UN Council. 
U Thant has said that he will give 
another term ‘a very serious 
consideration.’ ’’ 

Meanwhile, the NBC corres- 
pondent believes that the major 
problem bothering the world to- 
day is that ‘‘it seems to us that 
neither war nor peace is im- 
portant, but only that a nation 
save face."’

“These myths,’? Burton says, 
“are prevalent among those with 
divorce problems, 

‘The solutions to these prob- 
lems lie in a more realistic ap- 
praisal of the individual and his 
relation to his marriage part- 
ner.” 

Dr, Burton, who received his 
M.A, at UCLA and his PhD, at 
UC Berkeley, maintains a private

SSC SWAMPS CAL STATE 38-6

Sacramento State’s footballers opened the Far Western Con- 
ference season on a winning note last Saturday as they bombed the 


Cal State Pioneers, 38-6 in Hayward, 


The victory gives the Green and Gold a 1-0 league mark and

prised Humboldt State, 
on the year, 


Once again it was the Hor- 
net defense, coached by former 
Washington State mentor Chuck 
Chatfield, which led the way to 
victory. SSC turned in another su- 
perb job, holding the explosive 
Pioneers to just four first downs 
and five yards total offense. Cal 
State ended up with -98 yards 
on the ground and 103 passing. 

The Hornets used the same 
pass rush that has worked so 
well all year and three Cal State 
quarterbacks were dumped for 
a total of 107 yards in losses, 

But the offense wasn’t exactly 
standing still, either. SSC roll- 
ed up its top point and vardage 
totals of the still- young season, 
Led by Lyle James, the visi- 
tors amassed 356 yards-246 on 
the ground and 110 passing. 
James, the former Monterey Jun- 
ior College signal-caller, hit on 
four of seven throws for 96 yards, 
indluding a 74-yard touchdown 
pass to Davie Cummings and ran 
for 23 more, The SSC rushing 
total was divided between nine 
players as coach Ray Clemons, 
leading 18-0 at the half, got a 
chance to look at some of the 
other players on the squad be- 
sides the regulars. 

The visitors never trailed. 
After a scoreless first period, 
they got on the scoreboard when 
Mike Clemons kicked a 28-yard 
field goal after a drive stalled 
deep in Cal State territory. 

Seconds later, the Hornets had 
their first touchdown of the after - 
noon, The Pioneers took the kick- 
off on their 30, but four plays later 
it was fourth-and-19 at the 21, 
so Fred Cariss punted, or at 
least he tried to. John Carney, 
who blocked a kick last week, 
crashed in to block another one, 
Don Costello of the Hornets pick- 
ed up the loose ball on the six 
and took it into the end zone 
for the score. Clemons’ conver- 
sion kick made it 10-0. 

Just before the intermission, 
Al Biancani returned a punt 20 
yards to the Pioneer 35. The Hor- 
nets covered the remaining dis- 
tance in six plays with Al Nich- 
olas going over from the two, 
On the PAT try, Donn Pintar, 
holding the ball for Clemons, 
fumbled the snap but Mike grab- 
bed it and ran over for two points 
and an 18-0 lead at the half. 

SSC took the second half kick- 
off and moved to the 26 in three 
plays. From there, James hit 
Cummings with a toss and Davie 
galloped the rest of the way to 
complete the 76-yarder. 

Then came Cal State’s only 
points of the game. Bob Russell, 
an :09.7 sprinter, burned the red 
dogging Hornets as he took a 
screen pass from Mike Gurning 
and ran it in to complete a 41 
yard play. 

Later in the same period, the 
Green and Gold got another break 
as Cariss got off a bad punt that 
traveled five yards and put Sac- 
ramento in business on the home 
30. Nicholas ran around right 
end for 16, Clemons went up the 
middle for three and then J.L.

Closing with the official en- 
dorsement by visiting coaches as 
being the biggest cross country 
meet on the West Coast, the 10th 
annual Sacramento State Invita- 
tional was held last Saturday on 
the Hornets’ field, 


San Jose State won the crown 
as Open Division champions, in 
the event which featured more 
than 1,000 runners, San Jose was 
followed by University of Califor - 
nia, Berkeley with 101 points, 


The first five finishers of that 
race were Ken Moore, Oregon 
Track Club, 18:46,7; Rich Del- 
gado, Athens Track Club; By- 
ron Lowry, San Jose State; 
Robert Price, Cal Berkeley and 
Bill Langdon, San Jose State. 


In the college division Sac- 
ramento State took top honors 
with 110 pts., followed by U.C, 
Davis, 186 pts., and Nevada, 
240 pts, Sac State was third in 
team scoring to San Jose State. 
Team Captain Al Withers, led 
the Hornet harriers, followed 
by Gordon Vredenberg, Dean 
Harder, Larry Fox, Doug Butt 
and Steve Crane. 


Pete Santo of Fresno City 
College won the Junior College 
division with a time of 19:37,- 
9; followed by Bob Walden, Cal 
Berkeley Frosh; Bob Herrick, 
American River; Lee Ferrero, 
College Siskiyous and Greg 
Brock, Stanford Frosh, Team 
winners in the J.C, division were 
American River, 61; Fresno, 98; 
and Sacramento City, 152. 


In the womens’ division more 
than 40 girls started the 1.9 
mile race with 24 finishing. Team 
winners were Wills’ Spikettes 
with 19 pts., followed by Mill- 
brae Lions Track Club, 52 pts.

(D-Sacramento) will speak in the 
quad tomorrow at 12 noon. 

According to officers of the 
Young Democrats, the theme of 
Moss’s appearance will be ‘‘ Ask 
Your Congressman.”’ All stu- 
dents and faculty are invited to 
attend and pose queries to the 
legislator. 

Moss is serving his ]4th year 
in the U.S, House of Represent- 
atives and his 18th year in elective 
office. He was first elected tothe 
Congress in 1952 after serving 
four years in the California State 
Assembly where he was Assistant 
Democratic Leader. 

Moss is a member of the House 
Committees on Int: © state and 
Foreign Commerce (since 1957) 
and Government Operations 
since 1955, 

The Congressman’s investi- 
gation of the broadcast rating 
service earned him the American 
Broadcasting Company Radio 
Network award for “exceptional 
service in the interest of radio 
broadcasting during 1963."" For 
his activities during 1963 in 
furthering access to government 
information for a free press, 
Moss received the John Peter 
Zenger Award from the New York 
State Society of Newspaper Ed- 
itors, an Award of Merit from the 
National Editorial Association 
was awarded the Sigma Delta Chi 
Professional Journalistic Award 
in 1960 for his ‘‘ magnificent fight, 
1955 through 1960, in behalf of the 
American people’s right to know 
about government,”’ 

Moss attended Sacramento 
public schools and Sacramento 
City College. During World 
War II he served in the U,S, 
Navy and upon réturning to 
private life after the war he 
established a retail business in
